We therefore ask that our salaries 
be paid to us as we earn them, and we 
or our bondsmen willrefund the same 
ifthey are ever declared illegal. 


Otherwise we ask this board to grant 
us some practical relief fromour present 
embarrassing 
position. 
Signed 
by all 
the 
justices 
and constables 
in the 
county. 


The identical question involved in 
this salary law has already 
been 
de- 


cided by the 
supreme 
court of. this 
state, in the case of Vailvs. San Diego 
county, 136 Cal. Reports, p 36, 
where 
it is held 
that 
the 
legislature 
can 
change the mode of compensation 
of 
public officers from fees 
to salaries 
after their election and during their 
term of office. It has 
also been 
de- 
cided by numerous superior courts 
in 


the past 10 years. 


We do not want to be forced to re- 
sign our offices, but we certainly think 
that no fair-minded taxpayer wishes us 
to serve for two years for nothing,, or 
wait that time for our pay. 


We respectfully call to tbe attention 
of the board that our claims against 
the county expire by limitation in six 
months, a long time prior to the time 
a decision can be obtained by the su- 
preme court. 


We are allunder bonds, 
secured 
by 
responsible sureties. 
If these salaries 
are paid to us 
we and our bondsmen 
are responsible to the county for the 
return of the money if it should ever 
be decided we are not entitled to the 
same. 


We submit this is unfair and unjust; 


none of us are men of large means, and 
most of us have 
families to support, 
and are in urgent 
need 
of tbe small 
salary due us for services rendered. . 
Twenty-eight counties in this state 
are paying their justices and constables 
incriminalcases salaries instead of fees, 
and it remained for the officers of 
Amador county to make the first ob- 
jections to the law. 


Such 
counties 
as Santa 
Clara and 
Alameda pay thousands 
of dollars to 
their justices 
and 
constables 
every 


month, while the amount provided for 
us under 
the salary law ranges 
from 
$35 to $60. 


That we are advised and believe it 
willtake twoyears to decide said con- 
templated appeal, and inthe meantime 
itia proposed that we serve the county 
and citizens thereof without compensa- 
tion. 
Or in other 
words, 
that we 
should 
get nothing for our services 
under the old lawbecause 
it has been 
repealed 
by the new, and that 
we 
should 
get -nothing for our services 
under the new law because itis uncon- 
stitutional. 


That"the auditor Of Amador county. 
C. L.Culbert, has refused to draw our 
salary warrants since the said 19th day 
of March, 
1903, 
notwithstanding 
a 
judgmeut of the superior court ofAma- 
dor county directing him to do so. 
That the said auditor intimatos that 


he may appeal from said judgment 
to 
the supremo court of the state of Cali- 
fornia. 


That this board has laid over all our 
claims presented 
for fees in criminal 
cases, subsequent 
to said 19th day of 
March, 1903. 


We the undersigned 
justices and con- 
stables of Amador county do most 
re- 
spectfully petition 
your 
honorable 
board, and represent 
as follows: 
On the 19th day of March, 1903, 
the 
legislature 
of the state of California 
changed our compensation in criminal 
cases from fees to salaries. 


The followingpetition was presented 


to the board of supervisors last Mon- 
day:

possession, and we do not know where 
itis. Ifit cannot 
be located 
we will 


proceed without it on the supposition 
that the willexists. 


A.L.Levinsky, who is attorney 
for 


the Sargent 
estate, 
says that no will 


was made by R.C. Sargent, 
and that 


any attempt to foist one on the estate 
willcause trouble for the sponsors. 
He 


also denies that Mr. Sargent 
paid for 
tho education of Miss Freshman at any 
convent, but admits that owing to his 
generosity he may have 
given money 


to some one to pay for the schooling of 
a son or daughter. 
Mr. Levinsky as- 


serts positively that there will be no 
compromise, and says that he is not in 
the least worried over the outcome 
of 


Miss Freshman 
has lived with her 


mother for a number of years, as Mrs. 
Freshman left her husband and secured 
a divorce. 
For some time they resided 


inStockton and Miss Freshman attend- 
ed St. Aeaes' convent. 


While in that school Mr. Sargent 
is 


said to have visited her quite frequent- 
lyand taken a great interest in her. 
Music was one of the studies that he 
was particularly interested in, and 
he 


is credited with urging 
her to give 


especial attention to it. After a time

thereon. Itneeds neither a mover nor 
a seconder to bring it properly before 
the board for action. If the

and do less of the "executive" act, 
they would not be so apt to fall into 
such traps.
